REPORT 


OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee, in compliance with the Act, 
which requires them to make to the town a Report upon the Com- 
mon Schools therein, respectfully submit the following : 

Before giving the detailed Report of the condition of the several 
Schools, your Committee would beg leave to make the following re- 
marks : : 

We would. remark that there has been a marked improvement in 
the schools, taken collectively, over former years. We have wit- 
nessed with pleasure, a growing interest in their behalf. Parents 
have evinced.a greater interest in their welfare than we have ever be- 
fore observed.. A few years ago, it was an uncommon occurrence to 
meet with parents in our visits to the schools;. but during the past year 
we have been frequently cheered and encouraged in the discharge of 
our duties, by their presence and co-operation. Although this interest 
has not become so general as we could wish, or as the well-being of 
our schools demand; still it has been so extensive as to inspire en- 
couraging hopes for the future. 

Your Committee would further remark that Prudential Committees 
have exercised more care in the selection of teachers; and been more 
prompt in notifying the Superintending Committee of the commence- 
ment and close of their schools than formerly. It is for the highest 
interest of every school that in the selection of a teacher, one should 
be employed who sustains a character for ability and judgment; and 
rather enquire in respect to his efficiency than whether ** he will keep 
for ten dollars per month and board, round.’ 

The Committee believing the success of the schools depended very 
much upon the competency of teachers, were constrained to exer- 
cise great care in their examinations, to the end, that no person be 
approbated who was not suitably qualified to teach. ‘The teachers of 
the Summer and Winter Schools, with two exceptions, were deemed 
suitably qualified and received certificates. 

The success which attended the labors of the teachers of the Sam- 
mer Schools, with two or three exceptions, was highly satisfactory. 
The failures in the cases excepted, were owing, not to a want of lit- 
erary qualifications, but either to a want of aptness to govern, or 
proper co-operation on the part of parents.

Although most of the Winter Schools have been successful, and 
several of them eminently so, there have been others, which have 
presented a far different aspect. We believe some of these failures 
were in consequence of the unfaithfulness of the teachers; and oth- 
ers resulted from a want of proper interest on the part of the teach- 
ers, in connection with other influences, which were beyond their 
control. 

Your Committee would remark, in this connection, that seven of 
the Winter Schools were taught by females, and among them, were 
several which were entitled to a rank among the best taught schools 
in town. This argues well for the competency and faithfulness of our 
female teachers and proves the correctness of the suggestion in last 
year’s Report, that competent females be employed during the Win- 
ter, in small districts. 

This town was well represented at the last session of the Teach- 
ers’ Institute. ‘Ten of our teachers attended, and judging from their 
success in the schools they taught, with decided advantage. We hope 
that all our teachers will avail themselves of its advantages. 

The Committee regret to say that, notwithstanding they have found 
so many gratifying indications of improvement in the condition of the 
schools, there still exists many obstacles to their desired advance- 
ment. 

As some of the hindrances to the prosperity of our schools were 
adverted to in former Reports, it is not necessary to speak of them in 
this. ‘There are others however, to which we would call your atten- 
tion. 

Some of our school houses are still destitute of suitable black boards. 
«* A school cannot be successfully taught without it. The black board 
is indispensible in teaching Arithmetic, Geography and various other 
branches.’’ Will not districts see to it that their schools are provid- 
ed with suitable black boards ?— 

We have noticed, in some of the schools a great want of books to 
say nothing about their being suitable. In some instances, three or 
four scholars were obliged to read from the same book. This ought 
not so tobe. Parents cannot expect their children to improve much 
at school, unless they supply them with the necessary books. 

Great want of punctuality was noticed in some of the schools.— 
The scholars would be coming in until nearly recess time. We be- 
lieve punctuality, to be essential to the prosperity of any school. It 
is of more importance than is generally supposed, both to the good 
order of an entire school, and to the progress of the individual mem- 
bers.. 

We learn from the Teachers’ Reports, that there has been a loss, 
to the scholars in this town, from inequality of attendance, amounting 


to one third of the schooling. Regularity of attendance is of great 


importance. ‘The scholar that attends constantly is far more rapid 
and thorough in his progress than one who is off and on. Besides 
this, irregular attendance deranges the various classes, and greatly 
discourages the endeavors of the instructer for the benefit of the de- 
linquent scholars. 

One fourth of the schools, as appears from the teachers’ Reports, 
were visited only by the Committee. This shows a great apathy on 
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the part of the parents in those districts, It is worthy of remark, 
that, in those districts where parents feel a lively interest in the pros- 
perity of their schools, and manifest it, by frequently visiting them, 
their schools are generally far superior, in advancement, order and 
discipline, to those where but little interest is felt. 

In conclusion, we would commend the subject of the improve- 
ment of our schools to the notice of all, as one of the greatest mo- 
ment; and would indulge the hope, that the time is not far distant, 
when. all cf them shall become in every respect what their most ar- 
dent friends could wish.

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DISTRICT NO. 1. SUMMER SCHOOL. 


ANN J. PAGE, INSTRUCTRESS. 


This school was not in so flourishing a condition as we could have 
wished. Although some of the scholars made good progress, there 
was not that uniformity of advancement in entire classes, which we 
had reason to expect. We believe the teacher felt a deep solicitude 
for the welfare of her scholars, and labored to the extent of her abil- 
ity to advance their interests; but her mode of discipline not being 
suited to the character of her scholars, her most untiring exertions 
for the progress of her scholars failed of producing the desired results. 


WINTER SCHOOL. 
GEORGE W. CURRIER, TEACHER. 


Mr. C. fully sustained his reputation as a successful teacher. A 
zealous effort having been made by both teacher and scholars, and 
with the hearty co-operation of the parents, the school was highly 
prosperous. ‘There was a visible improvement in the general deport- 
ment of the school, as well as in the several branches taught. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. SUMMER SCHOOL. 


ELLEN M. COPPS, INSTRUCTRESS. 


This school was managed witha degree of success, seldom sur- 
passed. The order and discipline, as well as the thoroughness eyin- 
ced in the studies pursued, were of a high order. 


WINTER SCHOOL. 
FRED. H. BAILEY, TEACHER, 


The improvement in the condition of this school was truly encour- 
aging. ‘The teacher was faithful and thorough in his instruction, and 
most of the classes made respectable progress. The parents mani- 
fested a laudable interest in their school, by doubling its length by 
voluntary subscriptions. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. SUMMER SCHOOL. 
MARY J. DOW, INSTRUCTRESS. 


In speaking of this school, we would call ita good one. The 
teacher made commendable efforts for the advancement of her pupils, 
and with more experience, may become very successful. 


WINTER SCHOOL. 
J. Cc. DOW, TEACHER. 


At the commencement of this school appearances indicated a prof- 
itable term. Our final inspection of it, showed a great diminution 
in the interest of the teacher for the welfare of his school, and con- 
sequently a lack of progress in the several branches taught. On the 
whole, we think this school was very unprofitable. It closed, before 
the money was expended, for want of scholars, they having all left. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. SUMMER SCHOOL. 


JUDITH SARGENT, INSTRUCTRESS. 


The progress made by the scholars in this school was very com- 
mendable, considering the length of the term and the irregularity of 
the attendance. ‘The discipline was mild, yet efficient. 


WINTER SCHOOL. 
STEPHEN SARGENT, TEACHER. 


The progress made in the several branches taught, was what we 
could wish to have found in all our schools. ‘The improvement in 
reading, from the youngest to the oldest, was in our opinion, rarely, 
if ever equaled. The reading in concert by the first class was ad- 
mirable. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. NO SUMMER SCHOOL. 
WINTER SCHOOL, 


ELISABETH EK. BROWN, INSTRUCTRESS. 


It is not frequent that we find scholars so thorough and familiar 
with their studies, as those in this school. There appeared to be 
perfect harmony, between teacher and pupils, which scarcely ever 
fails of producing the desired results. ‘The compositions were excel- 
lent, and many of them would not suffer in comparison with those of 
more mature minds. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. SUMMER SCHOOL. 


BETSEY P. DODGE, INSTRUCTRESS. 


This school, in most respects, appeared well. ‘The deportment of 
the scholars was greatly improved, and a majority of the pupils had 
quite a good knowledge of the different studies, to which they had 
been attending. ‘The instruction given in reading was not so thor- 
ough as that important exercise demands. 


WINTER SCHOOL. 
ELISABETH K. BROWN, INSTRUCTRESS. 


The teacher manifested a commendable degree of interest in the 
welfare of her scholars, and, asin the summer school, the classes 
generally reviewed well. The class in mental Arithmetic had made 
much greater progress than in the previous term. ‘The discipline 
was very mild, but perhaps suited to the character of most of the 
scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. SUMMER SCHOOL. 
SARAH E. RODGERS, INSTRUCTRESS. 


This school, under the instruction of Miss R., appeared in better 
condition than we have ever before known it. Her method of im- 
parting instruction was well adapted to the wants of her pupils. The 
discipline was of a firm and decided character. 
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WINTER SCHOOL. 


ANNE SUSAN WINGATE, INSTRUCTRESS. 


In the instruction and management of this scheol Miss W. was 
eminently successful. ‘The deportment of the scholars was unexcep- 
tionable; and the improvement made by all the classes reviewed, 
was alike creditable to teacher and scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. SUMMER SCHOOL. 
HARRIET SARGENT, INSTRUCTRESS. 


This school, considering the condition in which it was found at the 
commencement, was quite prosperous. Al] the classes made folera- 
ble, and some of them very good progress. The general deportment 
of the scholars was good. 


WINTER SCHOOL. 


This school was also kept by Miss Sargent. The teacher evident- 
ly labored hard to advance her pupils in their studies, and several of 
her classes, particularly the one in Geography and Grammar, re- 
viewed well. The first class in Arithmetic recited the rules very 
promptly, but in their operations on the Black-board they were defi- 
cient. A want of order and discipline was noticed at our final ex- 
amination, which was incompatible with a well regulated school. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. SUMMER SCHOOL. 
ELISABETH EMERSON, INSTRUCTRESS. 


The Committee, not having notice of the close of this school, it 
was visited but once. ‘Therefore we cannot speak of the progress 
made. 


WINTER SCHOOL. 


CHARLES GOULD, TEACHER. 


The teacher, to appearance, labored assiduously for the improve- 
ment of his pupils, and having their hearty co-operation, their attain- 
ments were highly satisfactory. The system, regulation, and great 
number of questions promptly answered on the review, showed 
plainly, that the instruction and management of the school, had been 
of the right kind. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. SUMMER SCHOOL. 
ANNA MARIA JOHNSON, INSTRUCTRESS. 


This was the second term of Miss J.’s connection with this school 
as teacher, and though her efforts had been greatly obstructed by the 
irregular attendance of the scholars, we think that they had been ac- 
companied with success. We believe the teacher possessed of those 
qualifications, which ever render the services of a teacher, efficient 
and profitable. 
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WINTER SCHOOL. 


JOHN M. KIMBALL, TEACHER. 


‘he appearance of this school was highly pleasing. ‘The number 
of studies pursued, bespoke assiduity and attention. The review 
indicated, that very creditable improvement had been made. Mr. 
KX.’s efforts and success justly merited approbation. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. SUMMER SCHOOL. 


LYDIA A. DIMOND, INSTRUCTRESS. 


This school appeared to good advantage. The reading and reci- 
tations indicated that the teacher had acted well her part; and the 
improvement made, showed that a cerresponding effort had been 
nade by the scholars. 


WINTER SCHOOL. 


BOYNTON P. DODGE, TEACHER. 


‘The general appearance of this school was respectable. ‘There 
seemed a reciprocity of feeling between the teacher and scholars.— 
If there was any failure on the part of the teacher, it was in not 
having the scholars review oftener. The younger members of the 
school were not so well dri:led in the elementary principles, as we 
could have wished. 


‘DISTRICT NO. 12. NO SUMMER SCHOOL. 
WINTER SCHOOL. 


MALVINA BROWN, INSTRUCTRESS. 


At our examinations of this school it appeared well. We think 
the ‘* various branches of learning ’? had been taught with profit.— 
‘The amount of schooling enjoyed by the scholars in this District, 
«was only two months in the past year. ‘There are, however, scholars 
in this school, who will bear comparison with the best elswhere. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. SUMMER SCHOOL. 


SARAH T. KNOWLTON, INSTRUCTRESS,. 


The advancement made by this school was of the most pleasing 
character. ‘The promptness and correctness with which the classes 
answered questions on review, evinced a proficiency, highly com- 
mendable. Miss K., in government, was mild, yet firm, winning 
the confidence and obedience of all under her care. 


WINTER SCHOOL. 
CHARLES C. KIMBALL, TEACHER. 
We can but regret that the term of this school was so brief, it 
being but five weeks. The interest manifested by the teacher, united _ 


with the persevering industry of the scholars, could not fail to pro- 
duce beneficial results. 
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DISTRICT NO. 14. SUMMER SCHOOL. 


LYDIA &. DODGE, INSTRUCTRESBS, 


This school was in a gratifying state of improvement. There was 
greater uniformity of advancement in the several classes, than is 
usually found in common schools. It was very evident that the 
teacher had been successful, not only in instructing, but in governing 
her school. 


WINTER SCHOOL. 


Miss Dodge also had charge of the Winter school, and the final 
inspection of it indicated about the same amount of improvement, as 
was noticed in the Summer school.
